The peer also blasted 
Labour's recruitment of 
dozens of political special 
advisers to help 
Ministers “spin” news 
stories favourable to the 
Government.

Lord Butler said: "The 
Government reaches con- 
clusions in rather small 
groups of people who are 
not necessarily represen- 
tative of all the groups of 
interests in Government." 

The peer added that 
Parliament was “shame- 
ful" in failing to keep a 
check on the Government. 

Earlier this year Lord 
Butler criticised Mr 
Blair's style of Govern- 
ment during his inquiry 
into the failure to 
find weapons of mass 
destruction in Iraq. 

His return to the public 
fray yesterday indicates 
his fury that his 
criticisms were not taken 
seriously by Downing 
Street. 

Lord Butler's surprise 
broadside came in an 
interview with Boris 
Johnson, editor of the 
Spectator magazine.
